NEED FOR FARM UNITY 
STRESSED BY COUNTY 
SECRETARY 


As desperatery as California farm- 
ers and ranchers need higher prices 
and expanded markets for their 
crops, states Roy Marks, secretary 
of the County Farm Bureau, their 
greatest need in these critical times 
is that of organized unity. Without 
unity of the farm people, there is 


little hope of attaining either these | 


or any of the other things the 
farmer needs today. The agricultural 
problem is not a local, state or sec- 
tional condition, affecting indivi- 
dual crops and certain farmers. It 
is a problem of national propor- 
tions, affecting every crop, each 
producing area and all farmers. The 
job of correcting the farm situation, 
therefore, rests on the shoulders of 
all farmers — each and everyone 
alike. 


More and more farmers are be- 
ginning to realize the necessity of 
this unified effort, asserts Marks. 
In California alone, close to two 
thousand more farmers have joined 
the Farm Bureau as of this date 
than during the same period last 
year. 

The Farm Bureau is the ideal form 
of farm organization. It is demo- 
cratic in its policies and its func- 
tions. Its officers and programs em- 
inate from the rank and file, and 
it is so organized as to handle any 
type of farm program, whether a lo- 
cal community affair or one of na- 
tional scope and importance. 

Mr. Marks states the organiza- 
tion is particularly active at this 
time of year. Many counties are now 
arranging their 1941 membership 
campaigns, while others are for- 
mulating their programs for fall and 
winter. The California Farm Bureau 
Federation, with which all county 
Farm Bureau units are affiliated, is 
getting ready for its big annual 
meeting to be held in Stockton 10- 
16.
